They 
emptied their revolvers into it, kill-

velt’s program after rejecting his 
plan for adjournment last Saturday. 
A rebellious senate, defying its 
eadership and repudiating a bipar­ 
tisan legislative agreement, forced 
1 hie week end recess. The revolt was 
ed by Senator Robert 
J. Bulkley 
(D) of Ohio, who blocked a confer­ 
ence session on the president’s hous­ 
ing bill while trying to force senate 
passage of a bill, sharply modifying 
the Glass banking act. Bulkley loos­ 
ed a flood of legislative demands, 
ignited a revolt and finally forced 
tho week end recess. 
Seek To Re-establish Control 
Administration leaders worked des­ 
perately over the week end to re­ 
establish their control of the senate. 
They may succeed but a host of leg­ 
islative possibilities may prolong the 
session throughout the week. 
“We are now starting a brand new 
session of congress” observed Sen­ 
ator McNary, of Oregon, the Re­ 
publican leader. 
Beside the president’s new hous­ 
ing bill, the $2,400,000,000 deficiency 
bill must be enacted finally before 
congress can quit. This bill carried 
huge appropriations for unemploy­ 
ment and drought relief. The con­ 
ference report has the house’s sanc­ 
tion but it must be approved by the 
senate. 
Three bills are pending in the sen­ 
ate with different groups demand­ 
ing their enactment. 
One is the 
Bulkley bill, with it’s banking pro­ 
visions. 
Another is the administration’s 
railway labor act, creating an ar­ 
bitration board of 36 members -o 
settle all future railroad disputes. 
Finally, there is a conference re­ 
port of the Frazier-Lemke bill giv­ 
ing farmers a special form of bank­ 
ruptcy. 
Tliere is a possibility some of the 
administration bills passed Saturday 
Including the president’s concilia­ 
tion measure, might be tied up by 
motions for ieconsideration. Such 
motions would be in order against 
any bill not yet sent to the presi­ 
dent for his signature. 
There are 
rumors Republicans might enter 
such a motion to defeat the labor 
conciliation measure. 
Claim Trickery 
On top of this, there are scores of 
lesser important bills favored by In­ 
dividual senators and representa­ 
tives. Groups are conferring on the 
subject of uniting forces to compel 
passage of several bills. 
The Republican ranks of 
both 
house and senate are in an angry 
mood. They charge they had been 
tricked by the Democrats into pas­ 
sing the president’s labor resolution 
and housing bill by the promise of 
a Saturday adjournment, only 
to 
find administration senators trying 
to force other legislation on them.

OR a month, beginning a week from Tuesday, the president 


will be away from Washington on his ocean trip. 


Ignoring recent custom, he will not take with him battalions 


of secretaries and stenographers. There is to be no summer 
white house. 


Since his itenerary includes Puerto Rico, Panama'and Ha- 


waii, as well, as a South American port, he will not be wholly out 
of touch with the country; he will still have the radio. But it is 
clear that he intends to have a real rest, and there is no ques- 
tion that he needs it. 


What will happen in Washington while he is away is an 


interesting subject for speculation. 
Perhaps nothing will hap- 


pen. 
His emergency machine, we may assume, is geared to 


carry on in his absence. 


But the country is to have a rest, we are told, from ex- 


treme governmental control. 
In view of the rapid pace it has 


recently-been compelled to follow, this four weeks' rest will be 
welcome—and beneficial to it as well. 


The president's idea appears to be that the New Deal can 


run for a while on its own momentum. 
Should there be any 


sort of crisis he will be in touch with it. 


Thus there will be a gain all round. Both the president 


and the nation need a little time for quiet thought. 


GROWTH OF RURAL DELIVERY 


It is 37 years since rural free delivery was introduced. Great cau- 


tion was exhibited in trying out the idea. It had been advocated for a 
number of years, but aroused interest slowly on the part of those destined 
to benefit most by it. Evidently congress did not grasp its possibilities, 
for there was reluctance to appropriate the funds to give it a trial. At 
first but three routes were established as an experiment. The spread of 
the idea was not speedy, but when it finally was realized, that it posses- 
sed virtue, demands came in great volume for the establishment of ad- 
ditional routes. 


Of course, the adoption of the plan resulted in a frightful slaugh- 


ter of fourth-class postmasterships and no small part of the earlier op- 
position to the extension of the system came from these officers. Their 
objection could be understood easily. Discontinuance of the post of- 
fices meant financial loss to them. Yet, the benefit to the dwellers on 
farms accruing from daily receipt of mail without having to go after 
it, sometimes far, is immeasurable. The rural free delivery is one of a 
trio of facilities removing isolation from the farm. It does not take o 
subordinate position to the other two—the telephone and the automobile. 


It is significant, too, that all three of these means of facilitating 


communication between farm and town were fairly coincident in arrival. 
All three may be credited with accelerating the march of progress if any 
one excels the other in value it is the rural free delivery. 


NO COMPROMISE

•through Dillinger's fattier. 


A square (leal he should have, of course. But a square deal in his 


cose can be nothing less than death. This may have been all that the 
safety director had in mind. The mere fact, though, that he wa* seeking 
to negotiate for the outlaw's surrender implies a willingness on the part 
of the authorities to offer special terms. 


Dillinger may not be guilty of all of the murders laid at his-door. 


There appears to be no doubt, though, that he has committed several 
killings. He, individually and with his gang, has spread terror through 
a large section of the country, defying state and federal officers and al- 
ways ready to shoot himself out of a trap if cornered. 


Any thought of compromise with him is abhorrent. He should be 


trought in dead or alive; and if alive, full and swift justice should be 
meted out to him. Outlaws of his stripe deserve no mercy.

latest treasury offering reveals the enormous amount of free capital 
awaiting investment in this nation.

NEW THEORY 


Leonard 
P. Ayers, well-known 


bank economist of Cleveland, offers 
a new theory for the length of the 
depression. 


Ayres says: 
"Excessive building construction 


probably was more responsible than, 
any other single factor for the se- 
verity of the depression in this coun- 
try. Deficient building cons'tructlon 
now is probably the greatest ob- 
stacle to recovery. 


"During the prosperity period, fol- 


lowing the war, we had a great 
building bocm 
during which the 


costs of construction mounted far 
more rapidly than did prices in gen- 
eral. It was accompanied by the 
country-wide real estate specula- 
tion, and it was financed by a huge 
volume of loans. The new values 
that it appeared to create became 
the basis for immense increases in 
taxes, which encouraged extrava- 
gant municipal spending. 


"When the depression grew seri- 


ous the values ol lands and build- 
ings 
suddenly 
underwent 
severe 


shrinkage. Loans basec. upon them 
were largely 'frozen. Rents declined 
so greatly that many real estate 
band issues went into default. Taxes 
fell into arrears, and municipali- 
ties found themselves in serious 
financial difficulties. 


"In considerable measure these 


conditions still exist, and 
under - 
these circumstances there is little 
encouragement for undertaking new 
building. 


"The reluctance to build is ag- 


gravated by the fact that construc- 
tion costs have recently advanced 
until they are almost as great as 
they were at the peak of the build- 
ing boom. The result is that the 
greatest single group of the un- 
employed are the workers in the 
construction industry." 


Under Section 21 of the banking 


act, banking firms had to decide by 
June 16 whether they desired to be 
deposit banks or banks dealing in 
securities. Two-thirds of the dozen 
banks involved decided on securi- 
tie* J. P. Morgan <fc Co., however, 
decided on deposits.

Leonard 
P. 
Ayers, 
well-known 
bank economist of Cleveland, offers 
a new theory for the length of the 
depression. 
Ayres says: 
“Excessive 
building construction 
probably was more responsible th an 
any other single factor for the se­ 
verity of the depression in this coun­ 
try. Deficient building construction 
now is probably the greatest ob­ 
stacle to recovery. 
“During the prosperity period, fol­ 
lowing the war, we had a great 
building 
bocm 
during which the 
costs of construction m ounted far 
more rapidly th an did prices in gen­ 
eral. 
It was accompanied by the 
country-wide real estate specula­ 
tion, and it was financed by a huge 
volume of loans. 
The new values 
th at It appeared to create became 
the basis for immense increases in 
taxes, which 
encouraged 
extrava­ 
gant m unicipal spending. 
“W hen the depression grew seri­ 
ous the values of lands and build­ 
ings 
suddenly 
underw ent 
severe 
shrinkage. 
Loans based upon them 
were largely frozen. Rents declined 
so greatly th a t m any real estate 
band issues went into default. Taxes 
fell into arrears, and m unicipali­ 
ties found 
themselves

financial difficulties. 
“In considerable m easure these 
conditions 
still 
exist, and 
under 
these circum stances there is little 
encouragem ent for undertaking new 
building. 
“The reluctance to build is ag­ 
gravated by the fact th a t construc­ 
tion costs have recently advanced 
until they are alm ost as great as 
they were at the peak of the build­ 
ing boom. 
The result is th at the 
greatest single group of the un ­ 
employed are the workers in the 
construction industry.’’

They saw instead a 
nervous, clumsy girl who was no 
worse or no better than the bewild­ 
ered cast which ambled through 
“Spring In Autumn” with the oddly 
listless fervor of amateurs. 
Under the parched trees of the 
lawn of this rural theatre, the peo­ 
ple from the suburbs voiced their 
disappointment, and after the first 
act many had left for the beer Joints 
which line the way.

Death Rate In Pennsylvania 


Higher In February 


Than Year Ago 


(International News Service) 


HARRISBtTRG, June 18. — The 


death rate In Pennsylvania in Feb- 
ruary increase 1.3 per 1,000 popula- 
tion over the same month in 1933, 
the department of health reported 
today. 


There were 13.1 deaths to every 


1,000 
population in February, 1934, 


as compared with 11.8 deaths per 
1,000 population in 1933. The 1932 
rate was 12.1. 


One of the largest increases in 


death rates was in cases of measles 
where 4.3 deaths were reported for 
every 1,000 births during the month. 
A year ago the death rate for 
measles was .9 per 1,080 births. 


Births continued to decline with 


the rate at 15.8 per 1,000 population 
in February, 1934, as compared with 
16.4 in 1933. The infant death rate 
jumped to 68 out of every 1,000 
births as compared with 63 in 1933 
and 61 in 1932.

We spent $100,- 
000 experimenting on new work so 
th at we could keep you men em­ 
ployed and gradually we have beer 
increasing the employed personne1 
of the plant.”

To tnis 
end I will appoint a personnel of­ 
ficer whose duty it will be to deal 
with you. I haven’t the time to do 
it because I am out busy trying to 
get orders to keep you at; 
“Normally June 25 would be pay­ 
day. 
If you go back to work on 
Monday you would not have 
time coming on June 25. 
I kno 
some of you need money and I will 
advance every m an $25, to be ae 
ducted over a period of sLx months. 
“This is a m utual proposition. You 
men need work and the plant needs 
”ou 
Let's get together and work 
out our own problems, and I 
to say th at while there have been 
mistakes made in the past, you will 
find the management co-operating 
with you to the fullest extent. 
In 
the m atter of pay increa^es l vil 
promise you th at any time the steel 
corporation raises its employes the 
Johnson Bronze Company will ef­ 
fect a similar raise.
